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I  know  these  men 

My  portraits  attempt  to 
capture  the  complexities 
in  each  of  them.  I've 
sought  to  bring  them  to 
life,  to  give  them  some- 
thing of  a  rebirth  in  my 
work.  In  my  mind's  eye, 
I  pictured  the  actions  that 
comprised  the  major 
events  of  each  one's  life 
and  behind  those  actions, 
the  emotions  which  drove 
them  to  their  particular 
place  in  history. 

There's  a  lot  of  my  emo- 
tion in  them  as  well.  They 
are  portraits  yes.  But 
portraits  in  oil  sculptured 
with  my  brush. 

I'd  like  to  tell  you  a  little 
about  my  feelings  in  paint- 
ing each  of  them  as  I  did. 
I'll  keep  it  brief,  for  in  any 
work  of  art,  the  interpre- 
tation should  be  left 
largely  to  the  beholder. 


LINCOLN 

I  wanted  to  capture  the  anguish 
and  concern  that  seemed  to 
plague  him  most  of  his  life. 
Particularly,  I've  tried  to  por- 
tray him  as  if  he's  been  up  for 
48  hours,  pressured  with 
decisions  of  how  to  stop  the 
war,  stop  the  killing  and 
re-unite  the  nation. 

Lincoln  always  had  a  great 
concern  for  people.  And  in  his 
presidential  days,  that  concern 
was  magnified,  multiplied  tens 
of  thousands  of  times.  It  left 
its  mark  upon  him. 


CUSTER 

Portrayed  as  the  rugged,  manly 
officer  he  was,  though  neat  and 
fashionable.  The  one  man  in  the 
series  whose  personal  ambition 
and  glory  superseded  that  of 
the  men  he  commanded.  His 
agony  was  in  never  achieving 
his  goal.  Though  I  abhor  his 
violence  and  warped  ambition, 
I  do  admire  his  flair,  his  flam- 
boyancy.  He  was  what  he 
was  and  didn't  pretend  to 
be  otherwise. 


SITTING  BULL 

Rendered  here  just  after  he's 
whipped  Custer.  What  little 
satisfaction  he  can  feel  from  the 
victory,  is  tempered  by  his 
knowledge  that  he  is  fighting  a 
losing  battle.  And  the  unknown 
fate  of  his  people  troubles  him. 
But,  he  is  proud  and  willing  to 
continue  the  fight  to  try  to 
secure,  to  protect,  the  way  of 
life  and  the  land  of  his  people. 


GRANT 

Circumstances  controlled  his 
life  as  the  leading  general  in 
the  bloodiest,  deadliest 
American  War.  And  as  Presi- 
dent, he  was  continually 
manipulated  and  abused  by 
those  around  him.  Grant 
hated  to  send  boys  to  their 
death  in  battle  and  was 
frustrated  in  his  good  inten- 
tions as  President.  I've  tried  to 
portray  the  toll  of  anguish 
which  these  circumstances 
took  on  Grant. 


LEE 

I  attempted  to  show  Lee's 
raging  internal  conflict.  His 
intense  pride  for  the  South 
and  his  heritage  supplied  the 
courage  to  face  the  agony  of 
fighting  against  former  West 
Point  classmates,  friends  and 
the  superior  industrial  power 
of  the  North.  But  after  Appo- 
mattox his  agony  was  for  the 
future  of  a  devastated  South. 
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I'm  a  portrait  painter  who  likes  the  era  of  the  expand- 
ing West.  It  was  such  a  short  time,  really.  The  people 
had  a  tremendous  fortitude.  Prominent  figures  of  the 
Civil  War  interest  me  for  the  same  reason.  They  are 
part  of  our  heritage.  I  admire  them.  They  weren't 
perfect.  But,  they  achieved  notoriety  and  controversy 
that  extended  far  beyond  their  lifetime. 

The  portraits  of  the  prints  of  the  men  inside  are  not 
by  any  means,  or  stretch  of  technique,  blown-up 
heavy  oil  photography.  They  are  excellent  reproduc- 
tions of  the  result  of  my  toil,  emotion  and  skill  in. 
bringing  them  existence  in  oil.  I've  portrayed  the 
thought  and  the  emotion  of  the  subjects  during  their 
lives.  If  you  have  a  fascination  for  these  men  as  I  do, 
you'll  be  proud  to  have  these  prints  in  your  home. 
They  will  continually  speak  to  you.  For  truly  if  a 
picture  says  a  1 ,000  words,  a  portrait  speaks  over  a 
million  about  their  lives,  their  glory  and  their  anguish.
